WHERE ARE THOSE MARKETS? 

France and Germany say they will not 
be exporting any wheat this year. France 
has plenty, and could spare some. Ger- 
many has enough for its needs. Italy is 
probably in the same position as Germany; 
if it has a surplus for export, so much the 
worse for us. 

This seems to about exhaust the bene- 
fits Canada is to get out of the agreement 
signed in Londen. These former custom- 
ers of ours promise to not sell against us 
in outside markets. That they will buy any 
wheat from us there is not a promise nor 
a prospect. 

But where are these markets located, 
which they agree to stay out of, and where | 
we are to do our selling? Since Canada re- 
fused to trade with these former custom- 
ers and thereby encouraged them to grow 
their own wheat, and since they now grow 
all they need or more, just where are the 
“outside markets” in which we are sup- 
posed to sell our wheat? 


“THE OLD ORDER CHANGES” 


The Mounted Police is no longer a west- 
ern organization only. The name now is 
not the “Royal North West’, with which 
people in this part of Canada were so long 
familiar, but the “Royal Canadian”. As 
the new name signifies, it is now a nat- 
ional police force, operating in all parts of 
the Dominion, and the administrative ar- 
rangements must be made accordingly.

which “G” division has been responsible 
for the enforcement of law and order. 

The headquarters of “‘K”’ division, whose 
jurisdiction covers the province, will con- 
tinue to be located here. But the departure 
of “G” division, whose field of operation 
is in the northern Territories, leaves Ed- 
monton the administrative centre of a pro- 
vincial force, in the geographic sense of 
the term, 


DEFLATING MANHOOD 


Premier Bracken says there are 20,000 
more people on relief in Manitoba than 
there were a year ago, a total of 73,000. 
Since October of 1931 the expenditure in 
that province under this heading has 
amounted to $20,000,000. All the cities in 
the province, and the municipalities in 
greater Winnipeg, are unanimous in de- 
manding the inception of a program of 
public works to replace the “direct relief’ 
method, 

It is safe to say the municipalities of 
this province and of any other province 
would also be found to be practically un- 
animous on the same proposition if a poll 
were taken.

And, aside from 
dissipating public funds without making 
any return, the “dole” is condemned as

Very slowly the clock of progress moves in 
Canada, as compared to progress in the land of our 
cousins to the south. We may smile at the foibles 
of a jury in a country where marital fidelity seems 
as rare as the dodo, in solemnly assessing the value 
of a broker's affection to his litigious wife at $75,- 
000. when mothers are poisoning their children to 
save the cost of sustenance; we must take off our 
hats at the fierce energy and disregard of the sacred 
rights of usurers, which puts through a Farm Relief 
bill and now sets billions aside for industrial loans 
at 4 per cent to stimulate business enterprise. 


Manitoba, which has spent $20,000,000 on relief 
and has not a cent’s worth of asset to show for it 
is the first of the Canadian provinces to waken up 
to the unsoundness of Canada’s method of dealing 
with the unemployment situation. All the cities 
of Manitoba and the municipalities of Greater Win- 
nipeg, have united in a protes| to the Manitoba 
government. They have won the agreement of 
Premier Bracken to a policy of relief works in- 
stead of the dole 

The Dominion government is to be approached 
with a request that money be advanced to the 
municipalities for public relief works at the same 
low rate of interest at which the Dominion bor- 
rows for dole purposes. It puts squarely up to the 
Federal government the issue whether Federa! ma- 
chinery 's to be utilized to put Manitoba men to 
work at living wages on needed works for public 
improvement or whether more millions are to be 
doled out and no return be made. That's an issue 
that needs be faced in the interest of every 
province and every unemployed worker

Premicr Bennet may say that if he grants Mani- 
toba's request, he will be besought by every other 
province in a similar manner. He may repeat his 
protest against any ‘step towards Controlled Capi- 
The answer to that is that if it is a good 
thing to get a return from men on relief in Mani- 
toba, it is an equally good thing to get a return 
from men in other provinces, and that Controlled 
Capitalism is proving a workable success in coun- 
tries as diverse as Soviet Russia and United States. 
The name by which it is called means nothing, save 
to narrow theorists. What does matter is that the 
resources of the state are used to put the man- 
power of the state at work on useful production

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frave McCoy 


HOME NOT THE SAFEST PLACE 

At the present time drivers of trucks who do not 
have accidents are being awarded medals. This is 
a splendid idea and the more drivers we can get 
interested in safe driving, the better. Furthermore, 
I believe we should carry the good work even far- 
ther and should start awarding medals to private 
homes—for example, every time 
we find a home in which no 
bad accidents have occurred in 
a year's time, we would give a 
medal to show that the people 
in it are careful as to the safety 
of human life. It is a well- 
known fact that the highest 
number of accidents occurs in 
the home. This is partly be- 
cause of the total number of 
hours spent at home which is 
greater than the number spent 
elsewhere and partly because 
people have not been carefully 
trained to “play safe” and fore- 


stall needless accidents. 

You might think that while you were flying in 
an airplane or riding in an automobile you were in 
greater danger than while you were at home but 
according to the very latest statistics, while you are 
taking a bath or getting out of bed in your own 
home you are just seven times more likely to have 
an accident than while flying or motoring. After 
learning this, I believe that we should all join a 
tremendous safety drive to cut down on home ac- 
cidents and to try to make home the safest spot 
on earth, instead of the most dangerous. 

Some of the common home accidents against 
which you should guard yourself are the follow- 
ing: 1—falling; from stairs or steps, on icy or wet 
sidewalks, on sliding rugs or waxed floors, over 
furniture, over toys, from ladders, from chairs while 
standing on them, from windows, out of beds, by 
walking off porches in the dark, over misplaced 
articles left lying around such as brooms, mops, 
pails, or boxes. 2—Bathroom accidents; slipping on 
soap and faliing, losing the footing on wet tiles, 
scalding with hot water, touching electric fixtures 
while standing in water and thus sustaining a se- 
vere shock, 3—other accidents such injury 
when gasoline used to clean clothes explodes, injury 
from lifting heavy objects which may cause harm 
harm from strain or an injury to the foot when the 
object slips out of your hands, accidental swallow- 
ing of poisons, burns, scalds, cuts, bruises, bumps, 
broken benes, crushing of fingers which are caught 
in cracks of doors, in food grinders, hit with ham- 
mers, or caught in washing machines and wringers 

Children suffer 
home, some of which may be guarded against. A 
child may be injured while playing, by falling off 
roller skates or bicycles, by swallowing ant pvl- 
sons or open safety pins or small pieces of money, 
may be cut with broken glass, be accidentally shot 
while playing with a gun, may be burned while 
playing with matches or before an open fire, may 
be bitten by animals, or may run a nail into the 
foot, etc. Since small children may easily hurt 
themselves in such a number of ways it is a good 
plan for the mother to be watchful as to how an 
accident might happen and to try to prevent it in- 
sofar as possible.

DMONTON has her own 
peasant women, who 
work in the fields from 
early morning until late | 
at night Ever notice 
those beautiful even 

gardens spread like carefully woven 
patterns across the low lands by the 
river? Here Orientals have mas- 
tered the business of growing 
those green stuffs that will be wel- 
comed into the kitchens of the 
city’s homes. Here they raise yel- 
low, well filled ears of corn, white 
stalks of celery, orange carrots and 
beets the color of old wines. Some- 
times Edmonton people like to visit 
the gardens and bring home their 
own sacks of vegetables to store 
against the winter cold. Thus it 
was that the woman who told us 
about the local peasants came to 
know. She is a brilliant Canadian 
whose word is heard in ringing tones | 
across the Dominion, and while her 
husband bought turnips from the 
Chinese gardener, she talked to the 
| Ukrainian woman who bent over 
|a hoe in the field. This adopted 
daughter of the country worked 
from early morntng until dark in 
the field, and received 75 cents a 
day. Her two little children play 
beside her in the field. She is one 
of a number of women who are 
carrying on while burdens are 
heavy, and have taken this way of 
keeping their families from being
